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The following report furnishes background information on the present situation 
of organized labor in Chile as it is affected by the division within the 
Confederacion de Trabajadores de Chile (CTCh), the emergence of independent 
federations, the schisms within the Tocialist. party, the repression of Come 
mmist activities, and the increasing interest of other political parties in 
labor mtters. ‘ 


\. General Organization of the OTCh 


Under the Chilean Labor Codes, the s:ndiente is the basic and only legally 
recognized unit of labor organization in Chile. A syndicate nust be conposed 


of a mininum of 25 people employed in the saue industrial or cormercial firm 
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or engaged in like activities. By lav, any person over 16 years of age and 
not exeluded by the restrictions Legally applicable to menbership in a syndi- 
este is permitted to join such an organization. 


The first truly national organization of labor syndicates wes the CTCh, which 

was founded in 1936 through the efforts of the Socialist and Communist labor 
leaders. Though by law the syndicate is tha only legally recognized labor or | 
ganization, the CTCh proceeded to organize the syndicates into unions and 
federations. This organization into unions and federations proceeded along 
occupational or vocational lines. In order to achieye greater Plesxibility in 
the coordination of labor activities on a national spate, the CTCh created a 
coordinating organization based on territorial rather than occupational lines. 
The basis of this organization was the local council, composed of syndicates in 
a specific locality, town or city. The members of the local council vere elected 
through tho holding of a local congress at which all the syndicates of the locality 
were represented. ; 


The local council and local syndicates were also subordinated to a departmental 
council elected by a departmonteal congress composed of delegates from ail the 
syndicates in the department or county. 


The next highest echelon was the provincial council of the CTCh elected through 


tha holding of a provincial congress at which all the syndicates within the 


provinces were represented. 
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The national council, however, wes elected through the holding of a national 

congress every two years at which a varying numbor of delegates vere preseat 

from eath provincial council, and to which each national industr: al federation 
was entitled to send five cclegates. 


Acting as a consuitive orgenism on the departmental, provincial and national 
levels exist croups known es assemblies of delegates. The ceparsmental 

assembly cf delegates is ecmposed of one delegate from each syndicate in ‘ce 
department. The provincial. assembly of delegates is composed of two delegates 
from cach local and derartmental council, one delegate from eash syndicate within 
the province, and one delegate fron each provincial industrial uation. This is 
the Pirst level on whiea delezatas from the occupatiorally evoupad labor organ= 
izations end the territorislly exouped organisations work im close coerdinmatica. 
The national assembly of delegates, acting as a consultive organism for the 
national council, is composed of two delegetes from each nacional federation. 


With the schism within the CICGh and its subsequent division into two orgarize- 
tions bearing the same name, but commonly known as the CTCh Socialists and the 
CTCh Commista, severnl of the more important federations previously affiliated 
with the CTCh, as woll. as some in the process of formation, decided to pursue 
an independent course end not to affiliase themselves with either of the con 
tending C?Chs. Thus it is that organized Chilean labor is divided into three 
groups which at times cooperete and at other times contend with sach othe. 


Furthermore, the breakdown of the CTCh into the CTCh Soclalista and the C°Ch 
Commiste, is in itself inconclusive. In the CTCh Sociaslista there are strong 
Communist factions, whieh are essentielly closer to the CTCh Comunista. ‘he 
same ig true in the oace of the CICh Comimista with respect wo the CiCh 


. Seolalista . 


Of the two CTChs, there is reason to consider the CiGh Comunistea as the more 
poverful, because of the nature of the federations affiliated with it. THovever, 
governmons repression of Comumism, as wall as the politically inclined acbivitios 
of the CTCh Comunista leaders have so undermined the strenrth of this orgunizetion 
that it is now considered as being no louser effective. 


The CTCh Scelalista at present hae the tacit support of the vresant soveriment 

but, just as in the care of the CTCh Comuniata, Bernardo Ibanes Aguila anc other 
Socialist iator leaders have apparently neglected purely lebor setivities in 

favor of activities of a polities] natura. A great number of the Chilean or» 
ganized Iinhor leaders sre aware of the debility caused by tho schism within and 
subsequont disintegration of the CTCh. ‘econtly, a growing tendency of tha wiriour 
contending factors to seek scme means of rapprochement has been noticed. the 

first group to make such a move has been the Confederacion General de Trabajadorss. 
The CGT in previous times collaborated to a certain extent with the CrCh socialists. 
This collaboration, however, was on a ‘limited scale and only involved nat-ers 
pertainins strietly to laber rather than polities, since the CGT disapproves oc 
eollaboration with any political group. Despite the excestingly anti—Comiunis 
stand of the CGT, it now scams apparent that this organizetion is willing to 
collaborate with the Communist or Socialist CTCh toward the formation of 1 new 
central Labor organization not yet beyond the planaing steres ard tentatively ealled 
the Central Unica de Trabajadores de Chile. No information is yet available con» 
cerning the possiblities of success of this movement in the direction of labor 
unity. There seams to be considerable reason to bolieve, however, that this 
tendency toverds rapproeherent and regrouping will possibly occevr on the syndicate 
and union level rather than on the higher directive levels. 
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Organized labor activity in Chile can be caid to have started with the forme 
tion of the Federacion Obrera de Chile (FUCH), which was composed of militant 

and mostiy Cormunist-doninated labor syndicates. The syndicstes had no legal 
standing before the law, and they were exceedingly loosely organized. After 

the Chilean Labor Cade want inte effect, the organization of legally recognized 
labor syndicates progressed rapidly. At first the Commmist Farty of Chile (PCCh) 
attempted to combat the formetion of such legally constituted syndicates, alleg~ 
ing that they were soverument=dominated. The Cormumists, hovever. were unsuccess= 
ful in this attempt, and the Party itself became divided on this issuz. The 
result was 9 Party sehisa which for a while rendered the PCCh practioally im 
potent. Subsecuently the Party decided on a policy of attem:ting to gain com 
trol of the growing labor movement. 


On 20 November 1931 the Confederacion de indicates Industrinles de Santiago 
was formed. At that tine this was the lergest single labor organisation in 
Chile. Ina June 1932 the Confederacion de Sindicatos Industriales de Santiazo 
was joined by the Independent Union of Professional Vorkers, corposed of 
barters, otc. The name ws changed to Confederacion de Sindicstos Industriales 
y Profesionales de Santiago. Thie new confederation immediately attempted to 
collaborate with differant loeal confederntions and unions existing in various 
sections of Chile. 


A labor congress was held on 21 March 1934 attended by representatives of ths 
different local confederations. Much deliberation and debate at this coarrsss 
resulted in the formation of a new Isbor organization ealled Confederacion 
Nacional de Sindieates do Chile. Thig new nations] confederation was granted 
taoit but not legal recognition by the Chilean goverrment, The government pare 
mitted the newly formed confederation to choose deleratas to participate in the 
Pan American Lebor Conferencs held in Santiago in 1926. 


The formation of this now Confederacion Nacional co “indicates de Chile was the 
first successful step taken tovard unifying all branches of Chilesn labor. Howe 
ever, the now confederation was opposed oy the povorful Union on Nesistenci> da 
la Goenstrecion, ag well as by remnants of’ the Cormurist--<lominated Fedevacion 
Obrera Chilena. 


A national Leber congress, at which were present 460 delezates represonting 
practically all of the Chileon labor crpanizations, was held in Deeanbex 1936, 
end after mich deliberation the Conffederacion de Trabajadores Je Chile (CTC) 
was offielally founded on 27 December 1936, Tho CTC: beeame tae first truky - 
national tabor confederation in Chile, and represented all. tha vaiong and a

The nowly formed CTCh wns an extremely povsrful lsbor organisation. Ibe eacly 
ceclaration of principles ststed that its aims were to organizes all eity and fas 
jaborera without distine*ien as to political cree¢és, aationaliby, sex, or ane, 
with a view toward combating capitalistic axploitetion until the socislist state 
should become a reality, Although not in itself a lesally recognised onsity, 
since only the syndicates enjoy legal recosznition, the OTCh was able to enfores 
its decisions aad to play a vital role in the political as well as the econonie 
and socia’. Life of Chile. Tha power of the CTCh became so praat that in February 
1946 it wos able to carry ow: an extremely successful national strike. 
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17. The national strike of February 1946 marked the peak of strength of the CTCh, 
but was also the cause of its subsequent division and eventua’ loss of power. 
At that time the Secretary General of the CTCh was Seclalist Uernarde Thanos 
Aguila and the Sub-Secretary General was Communist Bernardo Aveya Zulste. The 
Communists, however, considered that they were the most powerful single 
ideological group within the CTCh, and desided to enforce thea Ferty decisions 
on this labor organization and convert it into a potent revolutionary stril:ing 
force. The resulting dissension vcetween the Socialists and the Communists 
provoked the division of the CTCh into two factions, both beaving the same 
name and now commonly known as the CTCh Sseialista and the CTGh Comunista. 


18. With the division of the CTCh into two factions, many nowerful. lshor organi.za~ 
tions belonging to the CTCh refused to align themselves with oither faction and 
adopted an independent position. Among them are the followiny labor groups: 


ae The Federacion Industrial Ferroviaria, composed of approximately 50% 
Socialists, 10% Radicals sand 30% Commnists. 


b. The Asooiacion Nacional de Empleados Fiscales (ANEF), which has sone 
67,000 members of all political beliefs, and is presided over by Clotario 
Blest. This association maintains only a cacual connection with either 
of the two CTChs and collaborates with them only when considered 
convenient. 


ec. The Asoclacion Nacional de Empleadon Semi-~Fiscales (ANESF}, which has orm 
ganized all of the semi-fiscal workers and maintains an independent position. 


d. The Federacion Bancaria, which is composed of all the baniting and eredit 
organization workers, and pursues an indepencent COUPES o 


@. The Confederacion de Empleados Farticulares de Chile (CEPCK), whieh, under 
the leadership of Edgardo Mass, and with approximately 115,000 members, 
has little contact with either of the CTCh factionz. 


19. The result of the schism within the CTCh has been that this ones poverful 
labor organization is no longer an effective force in either She labor, eccuomic ; 
or political field, 


D. Chijesn Labor Organization Mochanies 


20, Article 365 of the Chilean Labor Code rocomizes the right, as stated above, 
for anyone over 18 years of age to join the industrial yyudie:te orgenized in 
the firm or company by whieh he is employed. The only exceptions are prisoners 
or those sentenced for crimes against the internal ssceurity of the State, aa 
well as those who have been excluded from the electoral cr municipal registries. 
An attempt is now being made to apply this latter restriction to Communiste. 
Howeyer, those so prevented from being voting members of the syndiente of the 
company in which they are employed may continue to receive tiir legal share of 
the company profits and, if they pay their syndicate membership fees, are cleo 
permitted the use of the cultural, eduentional, cooperative, «od other facilities 
offered by the syndicate. 


21. The activities of the syndicates are controlled by representatives of the 
Ministry of Labor. tach syndicate is persitted to elect a board of direetors : 


but the elections mst be witnessed and the minutes of the election heeting 
must be signed by an inspector of the Ministry of Labor. 


connpENtte 
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22. Syndicate funds are derived from payment of memborship fees and also from 
the previously mentioned share in the company profite. This share by law 
cannot be less than 10% of the profite nor more than 6% of the totel wages 

- pedd during the year by the firm te the members of the syndicate. These 
fonds are inanaged by the president and the treasurer of the syndicate, but 
any disbursements exceeding 2000 Chilean pesos require prior authorization 
from the Labor Inspector assigned to the syndicate. According to the Chilean 
Labor Code a legally recognised syndicate is composed of a minimum of 25 

employees of a single firm or factory or of people engaged in like occupations. 
The Labor Code does not regulate nor expressly authorize the formation of in- 
dustrial unions. The only mention made of wmions is in Article 386 of the 
Lebor Code, which states that joint meetings of industrial syndicates will be 
permitted only for educational activities, for mutual assistance, and for the 
establishment of cooperatives. Though no provisions exist for the formation 
of unions, and despite the fact that they have no legal standing, the CTCh 
grouped syndicates togother to form unions and unions to form industrial federa- 
tiona. The rules and regulations concerning the conduct and activities of 
mmione and federations are not set forth by the Chilean Labor Code, but by the 
regulations of the OTGh iteelf. According to CTCh regulations, a minimm of four 
syndicates engaged in the came activities is needed for the formation of a union. 
The general policy has been to group all syndicates engaged in the sane type of 
industrial or commercial activities in any one province into a provinolal union. 
When the provincial industrial mion is composed of nore than five syndicates, 
an assembly of delegates composed of one delegate from each of the syndicates in 
this union is formed to act as a consultive organism for the board of directors 
of this provincial industrial uion. 


Ee The Jederstions 


23. A federation is composed of the industrial unions of the different provinces, 
and as in the case of the unions themselves, the menbership of any one federa- 
tion 18 limited to unions of a specific occupation or commercial activity. In 
this manner the syndicates or syndicate factions and the provincial unions are 
represented together with the national industrial federations in national con- 
greeses of the different trades or professions. Each national industrial federa~- 
tion has a board of directors elested by the respective national congress. This 
board of directors is composed of a seoretary general, a sub-socretary general, 
a secretary of organization, a treasurer, two strike secretaries, a recording 
secretary, one secretary for corresponience, one secretary for education and cul« 
ture, and one seoretury in charge of sports. Besides these elected members, the 
board of directors also inoludes one direct representative from each of the 
provincial industrial unions comprising the national federation. 


24. Like the provinelal industrial unions, the national industrial federations also 
have a consultive organism know as an assembly of delegates which meets when- 
ever called into session by the national board of directors to help consider any 
matter deemed of outstanding importanee. This assembly of delegates is composed 
of representatives of all the different provincial uions,. 


25, National industrial federations are aleo direatly represented in the assembly of 
reek rag acting as a consultive organism for the Board of Directors of the CTCh 
itself, 


F. Qreanization of the orth 


26. The CTCh organisation is of a dual type, since it has a dual chain of command. 
Thie first chain of command or organization is composed of the previously mentioned 
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syndicates, unions, provincial unions and national federations organized along 
lines of professional, vocational or occupational activities of the union mem- 
bers themselves. For example, in this particular chain of command within the 
CTCh, steel workers have no connection whatsoever with miners. However, in 
order to extend the power and the influence of the CTCh {it was also found 
necessary to establish a closely meshing parallel organization along territorial 
rather than occupational lines. The basis of the parallel organization is the 
Local Counoil, which is elected by the syndicates of one locality, village or 
town, irrespective of the occupational, professional or vocational. activities 
of the members of these syndicates. The important difference between the Looal 
Couneil and a local union is that the Council is of a territorial nature whereas 
tha union is occupational. 


27, For the formation of a Local Council, the syndicates of that locality hold a 
congress at which are eleated the boards of directors or Couneil members. 


23, The next highest echelons in this chain of comand are the Departmental Counelis, 
or county councils. These councils are composed of a minimum of five members 
elected at a departmental congress et which are represented all the different 
labor syndicates in the departmant. The Deparimental Council includes one secretary 
general, one secretary of organization, one strike secretary, one secretary of 
correspondence, and a treasurer. 


29. Ths Departmental Council also has a consultive organism called an Assembly of 
Delegates, and is composed of two delegates from each syndicate existing within 
tha department, 


30. The next higher echelon is the Provinoial Council, composed of nine metibers, and 
elected through the holding of a provincial congress at which are represented all 
the syndicates and unions in the province. The Provincial Coumeil is composed of 
a secretary general, o sub-seoretary general, a secretary of organization and con~ 
trol, a treasurer, a recording secretary, a secretary for correspondence, & 
strike secretary, a secretary for press and propaganda, and a secretary for edu- 
cation and culture. ; 


\ 

31. The Provinelal Council in turn is aided by a consultive organism known as the 
Assembly of Delegates composed of two representatives from each local council and 
departmental council, a direct delegate from each affiliated syndicate within the 
province, and a delegate from each provincial industrial union, 


32. It will be observed that the Assembly of Delegates of the Provincial Coumeil ine 
cludes delegates from each provineial industrial union, This is the first cass 
in the chain of command where a close link exists between the administrative or 
political CTCh organization and the purely labor chain of command previously 
shown to be formed along a basis of ocoupational, professional or yoeational 
activities. 


33. Directly above the Provincial Council is the top-ranking CTCh administrative or 
directive organism, the National Directive Council. It is composed of 17 members 
elected by the delegates to the national CTCh congress. To this congress are 
sent five delegates from each of the national federations affiliated to the CTCh, 
as Woll as a variable number of delegates sent by the Frovincial Councils. Since 
the number of delegates representing the Provincial Couneils varies from congress 
to congress, the different provincial organizations are advised ninety days prior 
to the holding of the congress as to the number of delegates that can be sent, 
and are given the rules and regulations governing the activities of the congress. 


GoUsEsererrte- ; 
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‘These congresees are held every two years, and the resolutions adopted can 
only be modified by a subsequent congress. The members of the National 
Directive Council elected at the national congress include a seoretary general, 
a first sub-secretary general, a second sub-secretary general, a treasurer, 

two secretaries of organization and control, two strike secretaries, two 
secretaries for correspondence, a secretary for press and propaganda, a sec~ 
retary for education and culture, a secretary for sports, and a recording 
secretary. 


342 The National Directive Council is aided by a consultive organization known as 
an Assembly of Delegates and composed of two direct representatives from each 
national industrial federation. The Assembly of Delegates is expected to 
meet every six monthe, and its decisions are mandatory with respoot to labor 
conflicts or other labor problems. 


35. As has been previously mentioned, the only labor organization with legal status 
ig the syndicate. However, the unions and the industrial federations have a 
certain aspect of legnlity. The same is not true of the parallel administrative 
organization within the CTCh or, basically, of the CTCh as a whole. However, 
the CTCh has become tacitly accepted as a result of its care in maintaining the 
appearance of engaging in activities along cultural and educational lines while 
refraining from stressing the class struggle or other political aspects. The 
administrative organization within the CTCh, formed along territorial rather than 
occupational lines, was found to be necessary in order to give greater elasticity 
in labor struggles. The actual operation of the OTCh is as follows: Any 
syndicate deeming it necessary or convenient to present demands to the firm or 
company in which this syndicate functions prepares a "pliego de peticiones" or 
a list of demands. If these demands are not met by the company, and no attempt 
at compromise gives satisfactory results, the syndicate seeks the support of its 
union and of its national industrial federation. At the same time the syndicate, 
through the Local Council, seeks the support of the CTCh as a whole. Thus the 
request for aid on the part of the syndicate reaches the National Directive Council 
of the CTCh through the local, departmental, and provincial councils as well as 
through the national industrial federation which has representatives in the Assembly 
of Delegates.of the National Directive Couneil of the CTCh. Tha CICh itself never 
originates a strike and, though the syndicates, unions, and national industrial 
federations are integral parts of the CTCh, they are the only ones which can de- 
elare,a atrike within their particular industry. The CTCh as such limits itself 

' t0 a position of support or active aid to the syndicates, unions, or federations 

on atrike. 


36. All the political parties of Chile with the exception of the Liberal Party ine 
terest themselves to a greater or lesser extent in the Chilean labor movement 
and in the CTCh itself. The political parties having the greatest influence 
among organized labor and within the CTCh are the Commmists and Socialists. The 
influence of tha Partido Demoocratico and of the Falange Nacional is less than that 
of either the Socialists or Communists. Recontly the Radical Party also organized 
a Syndical Department under the leadership of Senator Isauro Torres Cereceda. 


37. As has been previously stated the Communists and Socialists exercise the greatest 
control over Chilean organized labor and only through the collaboration of these 
two parties was it possible to form the CTCh. Prior to 1935 the Commmists had 
opposed the formation of any labor organization which the Party would not control. 
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With the sudden shift of Commmist policy in 1935 and the acceptance of the 
united or popular front idea, the Communists scuttled the FOCH and aided the 
Socialists and other parties to form the CTCh. Subsequently the Communists 
attempted to utilise the CICh for purely Party interests, with the result 


that the CICh definitely eplit in 1946 into the CTCh Socialista and the CTCh 


Comunista.

This federation is formed of the bakers’ \abor syndicates and labor umions, 

and is calculated to have an effective sta'sngth of approximately 18,000 members 
in the entire country. Of these members, it is estimated that the Socialist 
Party controls approximately 60% and the Commmists approximately 40%. Though 
the Communists in this federation as well us in the unions and syndicates per- 
taining to it work in fraction,® nevertheless the Commmists have made no attempt 
tO seize control of this federation and givp complete cooperation to the

This federation has affiliated organizations in all the hospitals and ‘in all 
bensvolent institutions such as the National Children's Home, as well as in 
funsaral esteblishnente. 


Tye influence of the Commmnist Party in this federation is unimportant, and the 
Gommunists have only a few organized fractions in the syndicates of the San Jose 
Hospital and the Netional Insane Asylum of Santiago, as well as in the Van Buren 
Hospitel of Valpareiso. In Antefagasta, howevir, all the syndicates of this 
federation are controlled by the Falange Nacioni1. It is calculated that this 
federation has approximately 15,000 members, anc! can be said to be controlled 
almost absolutely by Socialist leaders.

65. The Federacion Industrial Minera theoretically could paralyze all basic mining 
operations in Chile. However, this could only be done through illegal strikes 
since, by application of the law of defense of democracy, some 55 to 60% of the 

_ laborers have lost their syndical rights and could not vote in favor of a 
strike. Because of this, the legal majority recuired for such a vote could not 
be obtained since this majority 1s regarded as being of the nunber of laborers 
working and not of those with a right to vote. It 1s calculated that such an 
illegal strike could paralyes 60% of coal production, 70% of copper production, 
and 70% of nitrate production. 


66, Furthermore such a strike vould seriously affect the state railroads, since the 
majority of the locomotives are of the coal-burning type. It would also 
seriously effect gas and electricity production as well as the port activities 
at Iquique, Tocopilla, Antofagasta, Coquimbo, Los Vilos, Valparaiso, San Antonio, 
Taloahuana, Coronel, and Lebu. 


67, There is reason to believe that the fear of such a strike » a8 well as the 


necessity of constructing adequate storage facilities, has influenced the govern~ 
ment in its decision to build coal deposits near Santiago heaving an estimated

The Federacion Industrial Metalurgica is one of the oldest and most disciplined 
federations existing in Chile. This federation exercises great control over 

ts affiliates, and there is no known internal dissension despite a strong 
Socialist fraction sufficiently powerful to elect four members out of cight on 
the National Board of Directors. 


59. In case of strike, it is calculated that the Socialist Party could control approxi~ 
nately 30% of the laborers, whereas some 70% would follow the orders issued by 
the Communist Farty. The strike capacity of the Federacion Industrial Metalurgiea 
is exeeedingly great since it would have a genoral effect on industry as a whole. 
Such a strike would paralyze a great percentage of the Chilean industrial plants 
as well as bring most construction work to a standstill.

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The Federacion Industrial Metalurgica publishes a periodical known as

It is calculated that the Communist Party presently controls 40% of tho members 

of this federation, and that 30% are Anarchists, The rest of the mombers are 
either Socialists or belong to the Social Christian faction of the Conservative 
Party. Though this industrial federation is affiliated with the CTCh Comunistea, 
the Communists have continuously faced the necessity of struggling with the » 
anarchistic Confederacion General de Trabajadores (CGT) for control of this 
federation, The CGT, using the predominantly anarchistic plasterers and stuccoers, 
is currently engaged in an attempt to extend its domination over this industrial 
federation. 


The Federacion Nacional de la Construccion also publishes two periodicals, ons 
lmovn as "Ei Estucador", of which the last number (31) appeared on 17 December 
1948, in homage to Communist militant Luia Emilio Recaburren. The other 
periodical published by this industrial federation is "La Vor de la Construccion". 
50 far, only two issues of the letter periodical are known to have been published. 
The last known issue appeared on 3 December 1948. Both periodicals are published 
at tho Calle Rosas 1432 headquarters of the Federacion Nacional de la Construceion. 


As can be seen from the breakdown of the national industrial federations controlled 
by the Communist and Socialist CTChs, the Commmists have an evident superiority 
with respect to the strike capacity and impact of this on the industrial, social 
and economic life of Chile. Furthermore, the Commmist Party is a wmified party 
whereas the Socialist Party in turn is divided into factions. No attempt has been 
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made to differantiate between the Socialist croups with respect to Socialist 
control of labor organizations. On the other hand, the repressive measures 
taken by the present Chilean government have seriously affected Comiiist 
control of the industrial confederations, unions, and syndicates comprising 
the CTCh Commista. At present the Commmists are adopting a passive role 
-and members of the National Directive Counell of the CTCh Commista ars hold- 
ing only occasional meetings, while they are apparently lying low. The result 
is that the industrial federations affiliated with the CTCh Comunista are tale 
ing a progressively more indepandent role. The fact that the activities of 
these different national industrial federations are not being closely co= 
ordinated by the National Directive Council of the CTCh Commists, seriously 
impedes any decisive Ishor movement on their part.

The Confederacion de Empleados Particulares de Chile (CEPCh) has only existed 
for nine months, and has had no experience at conducting a strike. Furthermore 


the central organizations of private employees have. had Little influonee in 


previous strikes, and have generally limited themselves to secking laws favoring , 
tha private employees, It is of interest, however, that the different political 
parties are taking a great interest in the CEPCh. 


CONRDEMTHAL/ | 
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89. There is reason to bolieve that the division of the CTCh into a Socialist 
and a Communist organization by the same name, as vell as the appearance of 
jndependent labor federations, has resulted in the practical impossibility 
of any of these factions to provoke a really important national labor move~ 
ment capadle of seriously affecting Chitean life. Theoretically the CTCh 
Commista is the strongest labor organization in Chile because of the nature 
of the federations which it controls. In reality, however, there is evidence 
tending to indicate that the independent federations at present have greater 
possibilities than either the Socialist or Comnmist CiCh with respect to the 
achieving of effective labor power. Furthermore, the CTCh Commista is faced 
with a severe shortage of funds, whereas the CiCh Socidlista is reported to 
ba receiving certain subsidies from the prezent government. This has not yot 
been fully confirmed. Both of the CTChs have continued the policy of sollec~ 
tion of funds adopted at the tims of organization of the original CTCh. In 
general terns, this policy is as follows: Each organization affiliated with 
the CTCh issues CTCh carnets or cards with an official stamp issued by the 
National Directive Council of the CTCh. This card is supposedly valid through- 
out Chile, though in reality it 1s valid only within those organizations con- 
trolled by the CTCh issuing this card. The card costs five Chilean pesos, and 
this sum for purposes of distribution is broken down ae follows:

91. Faced by the disintegration of the CTCh, the Communist Party of Chile follov- 
ing the 6 March 1949 elections, intends to attempt the reorganization of the

“(Gh Comunista. Indications are that the Communists will be willine to work 
sith the Confederacion General de Trabajadores with a view towards uniting 
all the national industrial federations under a central labor organivation. 
Tt is interesting that members of the CGT are presently engaged in an 

attempt to convince different Chilean lator organizations that such is a 
necessity. Available information indicates that the demand of the Communists 
will be that of labor unity, and that the attempt will be made on the syndie 
gate level rather than on the directive lewl. There are indicatione that the 
tactics to be followed by the Gomounists may be sinilar to those adopted in 
1935 when the Communist leaders permitted the Socialists to achieve apparent 
control of the recently formed CTCh but retained ths strategic adninistrive 
positions within the organization such as that of Sub-Secretary General. The 
Secretary General is little more than a figurehead, whereas the Sub-Seoretary 
Generalship is an important directive post. 


‘ Available information indtoates thet the “ocfalist lebor leaders would view 


any approach on the part of the Communists with favor, belicving that the 
Commmists, convinced of their failure to form an effective central labor om 
ganization, would either submit themselves to Socialist control or at least 
would consent to cooperate with the Socialists in a new national labor 
organization. 


For the last six months a certain syndical. rapprochement has been noted on the 
part of the independent syndicates, unions and federations. Furthermore the 
yarious political parties heretofore showing little interest in labor astivities 


"are beginning to give this natter nore serious attention. Hovever, the reorgan-- 


ization of the CTCh or of Chilean labor as a whole into a new central. labor 
organization has not as yet progressed beyond the first tentative stages. 


Field Comment. The expression "to work in fraction" means in this case that the 
Communists have their own organigation within this federation, and therefore 
are in some instances much closer to the CTCh Comunista than to the GTCh 
Socialista. However, thoy have never made an attempt to seize control or to 
desert the federation in order to line up with the CTCh Cemunista. The ganeral 
idea of the Communists seams to be that of gaining strategic posts within the 
federation with a view towari eventual domination.
